TALLAHASSEE—It is the-hópe 
of the State Road Department to 
place all of the unfinished portions 
for four laning U. S..1, from. the 
Georgia line to Florida City under 
contract before Governor LeRoy 
Collins term expires in 1961. 

The highway has not been four- 
laned for a distance of 330 miles 
and another 19 miles is under con- 
struction, with an additional 51 
miles budgeted. Under construction 
now are 10 miles in Duval County, 
two miles in St. Johns County and 
seven miles in Brevard County. 

For most of its length U. S. 1 
will be a four-lane divided high- 
way except for certain urban areas 
where it was not practical to con- 
struct a medium strip because of 
the high price of right-of-way 
within the city limits. 

When completed U. S. 1 will be 
one of the longest as well as the 
most modern freéways in the na- 
tion with a total mileage of 401 
miles.
